slump 


West Germany’s World Cup hopes received 
a severe setback, in Madrid, last Wednesday, 
when they were beaten 2-0 by Spain. 


Only an outstanding performance by F.C. 
Cologne’ goalkeeper, Manfred Manglitz, saved 
the Germans from an ignominious thrashing. 


Manglitz was best man on the ground. 


Real Madrid star, Velasquez, was outstand- 
ing for Spain. 
Germany included their World Cup stars, 
Schnellinger, from Milan, and Haller, who 
plays for Juventus Turin.

The German National League is now more 
than 60 games behind schedule and postponed 
games will be played on Tuesdays over the next 
six or eight weeks to clear the backlog. 

Last Friday, the German Football Associa- 
tion decided that there would be a nine-weeks 
break in mid National League season, start- 
ing next year. 

No games will be scheduled for December 
or January. 

Germany is the first European country to 
take this step in an effort to combat winter 
postponements,

F.A. that, even if West Germany reach the 
World Cup finals, their loss in the competition

When Germany played Cyprus in Nicosia 
their share was 4,000 marks. The expense

As I see it..... 


by GEORGE YELLAND 


Over the years, soccer in Vic- 
toria has ‘been played with energetic 
and dedicated officials who simply 
lacked courage, vision and plain soc- 
cer knowledge. 


The present administration started 
1970 energetically, but already there is 
evidence that certain elements lack the 
courage, foresight and knowledge, to go 
forward bravely and positively in the pro- 
cess of making soccer a top sport here. 


Because of their prior concern with 
club interests or personal resistance to 
change, they are loath to accept new ideas 
and new concepts. 

Their over-cautious approach to pro- 
gress is doing a disservice to our great 
game. Narrow minded parochialism is as 
out-dated as the bustle. 

One State League official openly stated 
that he would be pleased if none of his 
team’s players were selected for the State 
squad. He is not alone. 

There are other officials who regard 
the State side as an unnecessary evil and 
do not give an ounce of co-operation. 

if ever we are to put soccer on the 
map internationally, it will be at national 
level. One step in this direction is strength 
at State level. 

All clubs should extend themselves to 
give the State coach full backing at all 
times, releasing players whenever they 
may be required. 

They should also make sure that play- 
ers chosen for the State side are kept at 
peak fitness, so that the coach, in the short 
time he has the players under his command, 
can concentrate on tactics and team spirit. 


Wise counsellors have suggested the 
need for a complete overhaul of the discip- 
linary system. Others are quite happy to 
retain the old wasteful and _ inefficient 
method. One can only wonder why? 

A prominent V.S.F. official suggested, 
two years ago, that all referees should be 
individually registered with the Federation; 
that a sub-committee should be formed, 
called the Referees Committee, to deal with 
all matters pertaining to whistle men. 

Examination, grading, appointments 
and inspection should all come under this 
committee‘s control and it should be com- 
posed of ex-top grade referees. 

This was a sound idea, in line with 
world soccer practice, but so far little has 
been done. 

Frankly, the V.S.F, appears far more 
concerned with compromising and submit- 
ting to the Referees Association. 

Too much time is spent on unimport- 
ant issues or factional differences. Too 
many fundamental issues are side-stepped 
or allowed to carry on unchallenged in the 
old inefficient manner. 

Make no mistake, our soccer bosses

work and work hard, but sometimes their 
efforts are misdirected. 

Soccer News, sponsored and financed 
by the V.S.F., is not immune to this mud- 
dled thinking. 

There are officials who do not realise 
the value of the publicity Soccer News 
gives, and will continue to give, to the 
game. All they can see is the initial “loss” 
which a paper inevitably makes,, before 
establishing itself economically. ~~ 

A sub-committee was set up to 
examine all aspects of Soccer News. They 
went about the job diligently and finally 
recommended that it should be produced. 

They found that there was a public 
demand for it and as a means of publicity 
for the game it had inestimable value. 

It was decided to go ahead, with an 
overwhelming majority in support. 

While still in the process of re-estab- 
lishment, there are still people fighting 
against it. Once again, one wonders, why? 

The foregoing are just some of the 
issues which need clear thinking and posi- 
tive action. 

“Waffling’’ just will not do. The prob- 
lems must be faced realistically and dealt 
with, without fear or favor. 

The only yard stick must be, ‘what is 
best for the long term progress of soccer’? 


V.S.F. officials have shown courage 
and foresight on many points. Thay must 
face up to these big issues and do what is 
best for the game.
